AUTHORIZING AN INTERMUNICIPAL AGREEMENT WITH ESSEX

 COUNTY RELATING TO COUNTY ATTORNEY SERVICES PROVIDED ON A 

RECIPROCAL BASIS 

WHEREAS, Resolution No. 388 of 2008 authorized an Intermunicipal Agreement with Washington County

to provide certain personnel-related investigation and hearing officer services by one County Attorney’s Office to

the other, and

WHEREAS, Resolution No. 345 of 2011 amended the prior resolution to include legal representation services

in the event of that County Attorney’s Office’s conflict or the appearance of impropriety as well as legal services

listed in Resolution No. 388 of 2008, including personnel-related investigation and hearing officer services and to

expand the maximum amount of hours to be expended by either County before reciprocation by the other County to

not exceed twenty-one (21) hours, and

WHEREAS, Essex County Attorney’s Office has requested that the Warren County Attorney’s Office

provide hearing officer services in upcoming disciplinary hearings, and

WHEREAS, it is anticipated that the Warren County Attorney’s Office and the Essex County Attorney’s

Office will require the legal services in the future, and

WHEREAS, the Warren County Attorney’s Office recommends that a similar Intermunicipal Agreement be

entered into with Essex County Attorney’s Office for the provision of legal services as are set forth in this resolution,

now, therefore, be it

RESOLVED, that the Warren County Attorney and/or the Assistant County Attorney are authorized to

provide personnel-related investigation and hearing officer services and all other services as specified in Resolution

No. 388 of 2008 and Resolution No. 345 of 2011 to Essex County on a reciprocal basis, and it is further

RESOLVED, that the Chairman of the Board of Supervisors be, and hereby is, authorized to execute an

Intermunicipal Agreement with Essex County reflecting the terms described in the preambles of this resolution, in

a form approved by the County Attorney.
